Kenneth Wicks, hospital administrator, will represent 
the district at a hearing set for Jan. 17 in Los Angeles. He 
will ask the state council to overturn a negative 
subcommittee recommendation and permit the Lompoc 
district to build a 74-bed convalescent hospital at Walnut 
Avenue and Third Street. Voters have already approved 
a $1.5 million bond issue for the construction 


Yesterday W icks told the district directors more than 
300 persons have signed a petition supporting the appeal 
to the state council. Other petitions are being circulated, 
Wicks said and he and others are making personal 
presentations on the question to service clubs. Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce and Lompoc City Council 
have passed resolutions supporting the hospital district’s 
proposals to build the convalescent hospital and asking 
the

to 
overturn 
its 
subcommittee 
recommendation 
County 
and 
regional

associations are already on record supporting the local 
district. Support has also come from Assemblyman W 
Don MacGillivray and State Sen. Robert Lagomarsino, 
Wicks said.

The M1G23 is, in fact, still on the Soviet 
Union’s secret list. Moscow sent some 
MIG23s into Egypt in 1971, but kept them 
under its own control and let only its own 
personnel handle them. The planes were 
withdrawn from Egypt after President 
Anwar Sadat expelled Soviet troops last 
summer.

Press critical of new county post 


New blasts directed at county authorities for setting up a 
part-time 
post 
of 
communications 
consultant were 
revealed this week. 
County officials responsible for the hiring of a retired 
Santa Barbara reporter at a $2,100 annual salary to put out 
"official" news releases were rapped for a "thinly- 
disguised attempt at news management," in an editorial in 
The Santa Maria Times. 
Earlier, Lompoc Record editor Harry Crompe had 
protested 
the position as being “tailor made and 
completely unnecessary," in an editorial, and followed up 
the editorial with a letter of protest to the Board of 
Supervisors. 
A third Santa Barbara County daily newspaper, Goleta 
Valley Today, termed the position "pointless" in an 
editorial 
signed by publisher Alvin J. 
Remmenga. 
Remmenga said "taxpayers ought to be asking” why their 
money will be spent to create such a position for the county 
administration. 
Other news media in the county have taken a critical 
view of the "communications consultant" position and said 
they also wonder where it would lead in having prepared 
material favorable to the current administration "fed” out 
to the media, most of whom cover county government on a 
full-time basis, anyway. 
The supervisors had set up the position and approved it 


without discussion, lending the belief it had been a matter 
settled in a "back room." 
County Administrative Officer Raymond D. Johnson had 
recommended the position be set up and a retiring reporter. 
Walter Healy, with whom Johnson had worked closely for 
several years, be given the position. The position was not 
open to competitive bidding, and the salary of $175 monthly 
was set by the appointee, it appeared from Johnson s letter, 
in return for a certain number of hours of work. 
"In an era when newsmen across the land are fighting 
desperately to retain their right to report accurately on the 
deeds and misdeeds of government, it is disheartening 
indeed to discover a thinly-disguised attempt at news 
management right in The Times’ backyard," wrote the 
Santa Maria Times. 
"When news is managed, it is no longer news," The 
Times editorial concluded. "And publishing propaganda is 
not the purpose of the press." 
"We honestly feel that the position is completely 
unnecessary and obviously creat^ to accommodate the 
retirement of a veteran courthouse reporter," Crompe told 
the supervisors. "It is difficult to believe, also, that the 
man selected for the position would not retain his 
allegiances to the newspaper he worked for for manv 
years."

The speech teams from both 
Lompoc and Cabrillo would like to 
announce the speech contest which 
is being sponsored by three local 
services. The contest is a national 
contest 
with 
local 
schools 
participating. 
Local clubs sponsoring the contest 
are also putting up scholarship 
grants to the winning students. The 
clubs are the Optimist Club, Lions 
Club and the American Legion. 
The Optimist Club is putting up a 
scholarship grant of $500, and set a 
requirement that those entering 
must be under 16 and must not have 
their 16th birthday before December 
31 
The Lions Club is putting up a 
scholarship grant of $2,000; and the 
American Legion is putting up a 
grant of $8,000 
Topics for the clubs have already 


been decided upon. For the Optimist

It is a four to five minute 
speech The Lions Club has the topic 
of

limit of ten minutes maximum 


For the American Legion, the talk 
given by entrees must be on some 
phase of the constitution of the 
United States. The students will 


know what phase they will have 
before 
they 
speak 
An 
extemporaneous speaker will give a 


question live minutes ahead of time 
on the constitution. Students who 
are interested are asked to contact 
Mr. Steve Ward at Cabrillo. and Mr. 
Mike Ryan at Lompoc. The speech 
for the American Legion has a 
required time limit of eight to ten 
minutes. 
The two teachers, Mr. Ward and

Student government changes 


Cabrillo's 
student 
government 
will be altering their system fairly 
soon. There will be no drastic 
changes, but instead efforts will be 
put forth in order to reorganize the 
student's side of the government. 
The constitution will be changed to 
resemble something like the one 
Cabrillo enforced in 1968, as that 
year was considered the most 
prosperous one in Cabrillo’s history.

The Executive Branch w ill consist 
of mainly the Executive Hoard and 
the Student Assembly. The Hoard 
will include class presidents and 
vice presidents as well as their 
secretaries. 
The 
Assembly will 


consist of class representatives. 
This is done in order to exclude the 
difficulties encountered in meetings 
with too many people involved in 
motions and official business. 
The 
Legislative 
Branch 
will 
simply be improved to the point of 
more organization in meetings. 
It was stated by Maurice Davis, 
Associated Student Body President, 
that the Fore and Aft, Cabrillo’s 
newspapers, will start being used as 
a news media which will inform 
students about the happenings of 
student government as well as the 
regularly covered school events. In 
the constitution of 1968 it was set up 
that the newspaper was to be an 
official publication; but it hasn't 
covered the government part of 
Cabrillo 
effectively 
enough 
according to student officers.

The 
speaker. Dr. Gyorgi I. Velikovsky.

While in Watts they plan to see 
many of the facilities managed by 
the Watts Labor Community Action 
Committee, thev also plan to tour 
the Martin Luther King Hospital. 
In addition, the tourist attraction of 
the community of Watts, the Watts 
Tower, will also be visited 
The main purpose for the trip to 
Watts js to show the students some 
of the results of riots. It should also 
raise the question as to whether the 
riots 
helped 
or 
hindered 
the 
progress of the community of Watts. 
The question as to whether the 
violence was really necessary and 
an alternate route will also be 
raised. 
Living conditions in the ghetto will 
be shown to the students to show 
them what the poor people of the 
black race have for themselves It 
will also show them how they tried 
to 
rebel 
against 
these 
living 
conditions. 


The Black Studies classes will 
also have a “soul food” dinner on 
Wednesday night at the N.C.O. Club 
out on base. The dinner will be in the 
private dining room at 6:30 p.m. The 
main purpose of this dinner is to 
sample 
the 
foods 
which 
are 
generally considered “soul" foods 
of the south.

NHTSA is a public file to receive 
comments about proposed “ collision 
avoidance systems.” This refers to 
radar or other collision detection 
systems which automatically slow­ 
down or stop the vehicle. Rather 
than viewing such safety features as 
something out of Buck Rogers, 
motorists should expect science and 
technology to apply their findings to 
dramatically safer automobiles at a 
modest cost increase. Such safety 
systems would save motorists mucn 
more 
in 
insurance 
premium 
reduction, 
fewer 
repair 
and 
replacement costs and, of course, 
fewer casualties, medical bills, lost 
wages and other expenses. 
—Next 
year, 
the 
NHTSA 
is 
supposed to issue standards for 
bumpers which will protect vehicles 
from damage at low speed collisions 
instead of receding like egg shells 
and permitting several hundreds of 
dollars in damage on a single car at 
a 5 or 7 mph impact. 
If 
the 
D e p a rtm e n t 
of 
Transportation 
gives 
these 
programs 
high 
priority 
and 
if 
President Nixon will devote only a 
few hours of attention to support 
these great life saving and waste - 
prevention 
causes, 
the 
auto 
companies can be brought around to 
compliance. 
But 
unless citizens 
demand more information, more 
action from these political leaders 
and 
organize 
themselves 
into 
ongoing efforts for safer vehicles 
and 
alternative 
mass 
transit 
systems, the transportation crisis 
will worsen and the costs will 
mushroom.

While it may loom large in the 
minds of a few ambitious people, the 
struggles for the post of President 
Pro Tern of the California Senate is 
really much ado about nothing. 
It is all so unnecessary. 
The job isn’t all that important. 
When the facts are weighed there 
is a good question as to whether 
there is any real need for the job 
The Constitution provides that the 
Lieutenant Governor shall serve as 
President of the Senate. Until 1939 
the Lieutenant Governor appointed 
all committees and their chairmen 
and assigned bills to committees. 
The President Pro Tern acted in his 
absence which was seldom. 
But when Ellis E. Patterson, a 
Republican turned Democrat, was 
elected Lieutenant Governor in 1938, 
the Senate changed its rules. It 
stripped the President of appointing 
powers and gave this function to an 
elected committee 


The power to appoint committees 
and assign bills now is vested in the 
Rules Committee. It is composed of 
four members elected by the Senate 


and the Pro Tern, also elected by the 
Senate. 
A 
sort of 
gentlemen’s 


agreement has been that each party 
in caucus selects two members and 
the Pro Tern has been chosen from 
the majority party. 
In the absence of the Lieutenant 
Governor, which is frequent, the 
Pro Tern presides. In his absence 
any member can preside and this 
also happens often. Presiding over 
the Senate is merely a matter of 
keeping order during sessions. It 
does not convey any real power and 
rulings from the chair can be 
overturned by a vote of the Senate at 
any time. 


So, as a practical matter, aside 
from 
his 
vote 
on 
the 
Rules 
Committee, being President Pro 
Tern is nothing more than a dubious 
title of prestige. 
It is dubious 
because in recent years the tenure 
in that office has been uncertain. 


When they meet in January the 
Senate will be evenly divided at 19- 
19 with two vacancies. When these 
are filled it is expected to be a 
standoff at 20-20. But even if either 
party should capture both vacancies 
the victor would be a majority by 
the narrow margin of 1 vote. 
That anyone would aspire to be

under 
such 
insecure 
conditions seems the height of folly. 
Yet members of both parties have 
been occupying themselves trying to 
unseat James Mills, the Senate’s 
current Pro Tern. So far neither 
group has found anyone willing to 
take the job who can muster full 
support of his own party. 
In the meantime the machinations 
of both aspirants and those who 
would depose Mills are disrupting 
the work of the Senate. The people 
of California deserve better from 
their 
Senators 
than 
the 
petty 
bickering which has accompanied 
the desires of a few to gam what is 
little more than self-glorification. 
Neither the office nor the function 
of the President Pro Tern can be 
said to be steeped in tradition. There 
is ample precedent for changing the 
rules of the Senate to meet current 
needs. 
Perhaps, 
under 
existing 
conditions, 
the 
simple 
solution 
would be to abolish the office and let 
the 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
or 
whatever Senator is handy at the 
moment do the gavelling. 
The Senate could then get on with 
the people’s business.

When a teacher retires does his or 
her interest in students retire also? 
Not really so for members of the

Recently three retired teachers 
visited the financial aids office at 
UCSB for the annual report on the 
Laura E. Settle fund. Laura E. 
Settle was the founder and original 
president of the CRTA. The fund 
report showed that short term loans 
and scholarships helped nearly 1,400 
students in California last year with 
$55,000 in funds. 
UCSB 
students 
used $1,500, all of 
which 
has 
been 
repaid Small loans, 
about 
$100, 
are 
available 
at 
no 
interest 
and 
with 
little red tape to 
seniors 
and 
graduate 
students 
in 
the 
field 
of 
education. 
UCSB is the only institution using 
these 
funds 
which 
has 
no 
delinquency in loan repayment and, 
in addition, the fund has grown 
through interest on the account at 
UCSB. $500 was added this year to 
increase 
the 
fund 
for 
UCSB 
students. 
The fund has been built literally 
from 
the 
pennies 
of 
retired 
teachers. 
Each member of the 
29,000 strong California 
Retired 
Teachers Association contributes 10 
cents annually. Gifts and donations, 
often in the form of memorials, plus 
the interest on the fund and CRTA 
savings accounts are added, making 
an 
$11,000 
revolving 
loan 
and 
scholarship fund that may make the 
difference to a prospective teacher 
between not being able to make it, 
or actually finishing his degree 
program. 
UCSB 
was 
one 
of 
the 
first 
institutions selected for loans for 
this fund, which is now distributed 
in the form of loans, scholarships, or 
both, at 24 state supported colleges 
and universities in California. 
“ Sometimes a student has an 


automobile breakdown, a sudden 
emergency, or simply runs out of 
funds,” 
Mrs. 
Octavia 
Doyle, 
chairman of the fund, stated. “ We 
make these loans very accessible 
and 
have 
found 
students 
in 
education reliable about repayment. 
Since we use the funds over and over 
as repayments come in, we can 
continue to encourage young people 
to stick it out until they can enter 
the 
teaching 
profession, 
thus 
repaying our original investment 
many times over." 
No, retired teachers do not forget 
students.
